Scapania ciliatospinosa Horik. was newly found in Japan as follows : Mt. 
Tanigawa, Gunma Pref., ca. 1900m. alt., over humus on serpentine rocks, 
occurring with several mosses and hepatics as Plagiochila firma, Metzgeria 
pubescens, Nipponolejeunea pilifera, Herbertus sakuraii, Chandonanthus hirtellus, 
etc., leg. H. Inoue nos. 5747, 7411, 7423, 7404, 7397, all det. as S. ornitho¬ 
podioides in TNS. This species has been known from Sikkim-Himalaya, China 
(Yunnan), and Taiwan. 

The Japanese plants are more or less larger than those from Taiwan and 
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Himalaya; plants are 4.5-5.2 mm widex3-4 cm long, pale greenish brown; the 
leaves are remote or loosely imbricate, and the dorsal lobes 1.2-1.3 mm wide 
x 1.0-1.2 mm long and the ventral lobes 1.8-2.3 mm widex2.0-2.4 mm long; 
the teeth oh leaf-margins are mostly unicellular (but sometimes 2-3-celled 
at the basal margin of ventral leaf-lobes), and 15-18x30-55 ^ (2.0-3.1 times 
as long as wide); the leaf-cells are 15-23 x 15-25 n at middle portion, with 
medium sized, triangular, acute trigones; the gemmae are very rare, on the 
apices of leaves near shoot apex, 2-celled, pale brown, 20-25 x 13-16
